It  is  reported  by  an  unofficial 
survey  that  Banyan  sales  are  al- 
ready being  made  1%  percent 
faster  since  the  announcement  of 
the  Bunyan  revival.

The  completion  of  the  sixteenth 
week  of  construction  on  the  cha- 
pel and  religious  center  project 
finds  the  building  well  under  way 
with  all  of  the  cement  pouring  on 
the  first  floor  complete  and  the 
brick  laying  up  to  the  square  on 
many  of  the  walls,  according  to 
Mr.  Howard  McKeen,  supervisor 
of  construction. 

Writh  so  much  of  the  brick  lay- 
ing completed,  it  is  now  neces- 
sary to  begin  laying  the  face 
brick,  and  the  work  which  was 
halted  by  the  present  cold  wave 
will  be  resumed  as  soon  as  the 
weather  jnoderates,  according  to 
Professor  J.  Wyley  Sessions, 
member  of  the  central  committee 
which  is  in  charge  at  B.  Y.  U. 
Religious  Center  and  Social  Hall 
I he  shape  of  the  building  may 
best  be  described  as  that  of  a T 
with  an  extension  to  the  right  at 
the  bottom  of  the  T.  The  build- 
ing is  designed  to  be  a religious 
center  with  a chapel,  offices,  class 
rooms,  a social  hall,  and  a ban- 
quet room,  when  completed. 

The  basement  will  be  convert- 
ed into  one  large  utility  room, 
which  will  be  used  for  socials,, 
games,  social  unit  and  fraternity 
parties,  banquets,  and  other  gath- 
erings for  which  the  need  may 
arise.  It  will  be  well  decorated 
with  a fireplace  in  one  corner, 
and  so  designed  that  partitions 
may  be  drawn  to  separate  it  into 
rooms.  If  necessary,  a cafeteria 
may  be  installed  and  the  room 
will  accommodate  the  require- 
ments of  social  units,  honorary 
fraternities,  and  girls’  groups  on 
the  campus. 

Capacity  More  Than  3000 

The  chapel  will  comprise  the 
full  length  of  the  top  of  the  T 
shape  of  the  building.  The  seat- 
ing capacity  of  this  chapel  will 
be  2,700  with  a possible  400  more 
if  the  adjoining  lobby  and  recep- 
tion rooms  are  opened  along 
with  some  adjoining  classrooms. 
The  stage  of  the  chapel  will  seat 
400.  Thus  the  total  seating  ca- 
pacity will  be  over  3,000  which  is 
more  than  double  that  of  the 
present  College  4iall. 

It  is  planned  that  the  building 
will  be  ready  for  occupancy  by 
next  Autumn,  and  it  will  contain 
18  classrooms,  14  offices,  and  the 
general  utility  and  banquet  rooms 
mentioned.  There  will  also  be  a 
lobby  and  a reception  room. 


How  Many  Steps 
Between  Campii? 
Dare  You  to  Guess

How  far  do  you  walk  between 
campuses?  The  answer  to  this 
perplexing  problem  was  determ-*- 
ined  recently  after  extensive  re- 
search and  experiment,  which  in- 
cluded some  wear  and  tear  on 
shoe  leather,  and  disclosed  sev- 
eral interesting  facts. 

In  this  experiment  a student 
walked  from  room  250  in  the 
Brimhall  building,  on  the  hill,  to 
the  third  floor  of  the  Education 
building,  on  the  lower  campus. 
The  student  made  1,087  steps,  us- 
ing an  average  stride  of  three 
feet. 

By  figuring  up  the  distance  it 
was  found  to  be  possible  to  walk 
(not  run)  the  route  mentioned, 
a total  of  3,271  feet,  or  a little 
more  than  half  a mile,  within  ten 
minutes.  In  order  to  make  this 
little  jaunt  within  the  alloted 
time  means  that  the  student  must 
walk  at  least  three  and  one-half 
miles  per  hour. 

An  interesting  case  on  recora 
is  that  of  a freshman  who  ambl- 
ed from  the  Brimhall  in  College 
hall  one  Friday  morning  in  a lit- 
tle more  than  four  minutes  flat, 
or  about  nine  m.p.h.,  in  order  to 
get  a seat  for  the  assembly  pro- 
gram. An  odd  feature  of  this 
case  is  the  fact  that  the  same 
student  was  three  minutes  late  to 
a class  only  the  day  before,  us- 
ing nine  minutes  more,  or  a total 
of  13  minutes,  to  idle  down  the 
inter-campus  trail. 

Argentinian 
Selects  B.  Y.  U. 

Federico  Forrest,  an  Argentin- 
ian, left  Buenos  Aires  on  Dec.  31 
to  come  to  the  United  States, 
where  he  plans  to  enroll  at  the 
Brigham  Young  university,  ac- 
cording to  word  received  from 
Frederick  S.  Williams,  president 
of  the  Argentine  Mission. 

Mr.  Forrest,  although  not  a 
member  of  the  church,  has  been 
a very  good  friend  of  the  mission- 
aries, and  has  helped  them  espec- 
ially in  the  field  of  sport  activi- 
ties, through  his  connections  with 
the  athletic  club  of  "Parque 
Chacabuco”  fn  Buenos  Aires. 

Through  his  assistance  the 
missionaries  in  that  country  in- 
itiated and  promoted  a baseball 
league,  which  is  proving  more 
popular  there  in  the  last  two 
years.  His  training  in  athletics 
also  includes  directing  basketball 
and  football  (soccer)  teams. 
These  two  sports  are  particular- 
ly popular  in  Argentina. 

This  will  be  the  first  time  in 
B.Y.U.  history  that  a student  has 
come  from  Argentina  to  enroll.

President  Grant  Speaks. 

"Oh,  live  what  is  truth’’,  was 
the  message  of  President  Grant 
at  the  Tuesday  assembly.  "The 
one  supreme  and  only  reason  that 
that  this  institution  has  been  es- 
tablished is  to  make  better  Lat- 
ter-day Saints.” 

Speaking  on  the  value  of  truth, 
he  said  that  man  cannot  believe 
in  God  without  believing  in  the 
final  and  ultimate  triumph  of 
truth.  “ ‘Man  is  that  he  might 
have  joy’  and  there  is  a joy  and  a 
peace  in  this  gospel  that  you 
can’t  find  anywhere  else  in  the 
world,”  he  said,  in  explaining  the 
value  which  comes  from  the  liv- 
ing of  truth. 

Hinckley  Accompanies 

Elder  Hinckley,  who  accompan- 
ied President  Grant,  spoke  con- 
cerning the  power  of  truth  con- 
tained in  Mormonism  to  discover 
hidden  talent  in  men  and  to  har- 
ness it.  “This  church  from  the 
beginning  has  helped  young  peo- 
ple to  see  their  possibilities  and 
it  has  encouraged  them  to  attain 
them.  This  is  the  ultimate  value 
or  truth,  to  give  a foundation  for 
doing  this,”  he  concluded. 

“No  nation  under  heaven  can 
successfully  preserve  its  freedom 
unless  its  members  have  a truth- 
ful concept  of  what  man  is  and 
an  adequate  understanding  of  the 
exercise  of  free  agency  to  con- 
form with  truth  and  righteous- 
ness”, declared  Elder  Richards, 
basing  his  address  on  the  theme 
of  Leadershipu  Week  “Ye  Shall 
Know  the  Truth  and  the  Truth 
Shall  Make  You  Free”. 

True  philosophy  comes  out  of 
life  and  living,  he  stated,  and  our 
mission  is  to  give  the  truth  to 
the  world  and  to  live  according 
to  its  standards  that  the  world 
may  see  its  value. 

Boys  Molded,  Not  Made 

Bishop  Ashton  told  the  Aaronic 


iritual  and  educational  offer- 


priesthood  members  that  "boys 
cannot  be  ‘made’  in  a few  years 
but  can  be  molded  over  a long 
period  of  time  by  proper  treat- 
ment”. He  spoke  on  "Boys  to- 
day — men  tomorrow”  stating 
that  “a  boy  is  man  or  boy  de- 
pending on  the  way  you  treat 
him”,  and  stressing  the  giving  of 
responsibility  to  young  boys. 

Speaking  to  an  audience  of  wo- 
men students,  Mrs.  Robison  and 
Mrs.  Lyman  praised  the  educa- 
tional advantages  women  have 
today.  “You  girls  assembled  here, 
with  the  training  you  are  getting, 
are  equipped  to  solve  the  prob- 
lems of  the  world  today  as  well 
or  better  than  any  group  else- 
where”, Mrs.  Robison  told  the 
group,  adding  that  the  girls  of  to- 
day could  be  establishes  of  high 
standards  and  leaders  in  maintain- 
ing them. 

Mrs.  Lyman  compared  co-edu- 
cation now  with  that  of  a hun- 
dred years  ago.  “We  should  be 
thankful”,  she  said,  “that  we  are 
born  in  such  an  age  when  the  wo- 
men can  have  such  advantages  in 
education.  With  these  advantages, 
we  can  make  our  personalities 
better  physically,  mentally,  and 
emotionally." 

Mark  E.  Peterson,  before  gen- 
ealogy workers,  stressed  the  im- 
portance of  church  members 
keeping  apace  of  new  develop- 
ments in  that  field  by  the  reading 
of  the  Utah  Genealogical  and 
Historical  magazine.  He  cited 
proof  of  the  increased  public  in- 
terest in  genealogy. 

“Truth  Is  Knowledge” 

Defining  truth  as  the  "knowl- 
edge of  things  as  they  were,  as 
they  are  and  as  they  will  be", 
Professor  Guy  Wilson  led  a dis- 
cussion in  the  "Meaning  of  Life”. 
He  interpreted  the  words  of  Jes- 
us, “Ye  shall  know  the  truth  and 
the  truth  shall  make  you  free”  as 
knowing  that  the  truth  will  free 
prejudices  and  hates  which  are 
founded  upon  untruths.” 

Scout  Executive  Anderson 
pointed  out  that  "the  successful 
scout  leader  will  set  up  objectives 
for  the  scout  and  plan  and  or- 
ganize these  so  that  the  activi- 
ties will  be  acceptable  to  the 
community  as  well  as  meet  the 
needs  of  the  boys.” 

In  a Melchizedek  priesthood 
meeting,  Professor  Wyley  Ses- 
sions issued  a challenge  to  those 
present  to  “remember  who  you 
are."  He  stated  that  the  world 
today  needs  spiritual  leadership 
more  then  anything  else  and 
maintained  that  this  leadership 
must  come  from  the  Brigham 
Young  university  students  hold- 
ing the  priesthood.

With  a Letter  to  the  Editor 

.Fellow  Students, 

By  way  of  a report  of  the'  progress  being  made  by  your 
committee  on  the  honor  system  we  are  happy  to  say  that  the 
wheels  are  turning.  We  have  available  the  materials  and 
results  of  a survey  conducted  by  John  T.  Wahlquist  of  the 
University  of  Utah  on  the  honor  <$>- 
system  as  opposed  to  other  meth- 


ods of  testing  and  disciplining. 
Some  81  universities  and  colleges 
replied  to  this  survey.  In  addition 
we  are  carrying  on  correspond- 
ence directly  with  some  institu- 
tions and  men  who  we  believe  can 
give  us  help  on  this  problem. 

We  fear,  however,  that  the 
students  are  having  too  great  a 
tendency  to  condemn  this  thing 
before  it  gets  under  way,  even 
before  they  are  fully  aware  of 
what  it  encompasses.  It  is  pain- 
ly  evident  from  the  results  of  the 
aforementioned  survey  that  the 
greatest  enemy  and  cause  of 
failure  of  any  honor  system  is 
lack  of  student  confidence  and 
support. 

We  ask  you,  yes,  even  plead 
with  you,  not  to  build  up  this  con- 
demning sentiment  before  we  ev- 
en get  our  system  worked  out. 

What  you  have  heard  ^bout  the 
type  of  system  we  are  going  to 
suggest  is  purely  hearsay  because 
we  shall  not  even  attempt  to  draft 
a system  until  all  available  in- 
formation is  in  and  duly  consid- 
ered in  the  light  of  student  opin- 
ion. 

In  order  to  get  student  opinion 
we  are  going  to  conduct  several 
forum  discussions  on  this  ques- 
tion, ,the  first  of  which  is  to  be 
held  Tuesday  at  4:30  in  the  Maes- 
er  assembly.  Students,  please 
come  out  and  air  your  views.  We 
invite  faculty  participation  in 
these  forums  also.  We  are  sure 
that  some  successful  system  can 
be  adopted  but  only  if  the  stu- 
dents are  willing  to  accept  it.

tiful  order  in  th6  field  of  the 
beautiful,  the  good,  and  the  true, 
with  the  many  possibilities  they 
serve”.  With  this  remark,  Dean 
Carl  F.  Eyring,  concluded  one 
of  his  daily  discussions  on  “Free- 
dom Through  Truth.” 

Discussing  “Standards  of  Value 
in  Literature”,  Dr.  P.  A.  Chris- 
tensen said  that  “a  work  of  art 
appeals  to  the  whole  man,  to  his 
moral  as  well  as  his  social  ideals”. 
He  emphasized  the  fact  that  one 
should  not  let  ballyhoo  and  fleshy 
advertising  influence  him  to  buy 
or  read  what  is  claimed  to  be 
good  literature.  “Those  books 
are  best  for  us  which  offer  us  the 
most  valuable  new  experiences.”

Morlel  in  hie  lecture  “The  Inter- 
ference of  Speech  Handicaps  to 
Trutht  and  Freedom”.

Brigham  Young  Cougars  hit 
the  cellar  of  the  Big  Seven  with 
a loss  to  Colorado  State  but 
bounced  right  back  up  to  fourth 
place  with  a well-earned  victory 
over  Denver  in  an  invasion  of 
Colorado  last  week-end. 

Playing  their  second  confer- 
ence game  of  the  year,  the  Blue 
and  White  squad  got  away  to  a 
good  start  against  the  Colags, 
Friday  but  weakened  near  the 
end  to  drop  a 40-32  decision  to 
the  cellar  team  last  year. 

Determined  to  raise  themselves 
out  of  the  bottom  of  the  league, 
the  Cougars  unleased  an  attack 
against  the  Pioneers  the  follow- 
ing night  that  netted  them  a 54- 
44  triumph  over  the  team  that 
held  Utah  to  two  extra  periods.
